Per capita consumption of canned 
grapefruit juice reached a peak of 
about 6 pounds in 1945 and then de- 
clined to about 2% pounds during 
each of the past four years, accord- 
ing to a report by the Agricultural 
Marketing Service of USDA on The 
Fruit Situation, 

Per capita consumption of frozen 
grapefruit juice reached a peak of 
about 0.35 pound in each of the past 
two years. The report comments that 
consumption of frozen grapefruit 
juice has displaced little if any of the 
canned grapefruit juice. 

Instead, the decline in consumption 
of the canned juice resulted from 
the increase in consumption of orange

Restoration of Schedule B 
for Export Statistics 


Beginning with July, U. S. export 
statistics will be compiled and pub- 
lished on the same basis as duri 
the calendar year 1955, it is an 
by the Bureau of the Census. 

Schedule G, which was in effect 
from January through June, will be 
discontinued and will be replaced by 
Schedule B, effective with the report 
on July exports. 

Under the expanded program, all 
transactions over $500 will be fully 
compiled and published in Schedule B 
commodity by country detail. Ship- 
ments individually valued at $500 or 
more represent about 95 percent of 
the total dollar volume of U. 8. 
exports. 

Also, transactions individually 
valued at from $100 to $499 will be 
sampled at a 10 percent rate, and 
each Schedule B commodity total will 
include the sampled component. How- 
ever, the country breakdown from 
$100 to $499 shipments will be shown 
only when three or more shipments 
appear in the sample. 

The Bureau of the Census said that 
this restoration of program is made 
possible by additional appropriations 
for the fiscal year 1957, which began 
this July 1. 


Home Economists Hold 1956 Conventions in Washington; 
N.C.A. Staff Members Prominent in Planning Sessions 


The annual meeting of the Home 
Economists in Business, and the 
American Home Economics Associa- 
tion convention were held in Wash- 
ington, D. C., from June 23 through 
29. Approximately 700 home econo- 
mists representing various phases of 
business attended the Home Econo- 
mists in Business pre-convention, and 
over 6,000 home economists in govern- 
ment, teaching, business, and research 
attended the American Home Eco- 
nomics Association convention. 

On June 29, the N. C. A. Consumer 
Service Division held open house for 
the convention delegates and visitors 
at the N.C.A. headquarters. The Re- 
search Laboratories and Consumer 
Service Test Kitchens were toured 
and the work of other Divisions was 
explained to the visitors. 

“Strictly Business . . Or Change 
Rings in the Market Place” was the 
theme of the Business Home Econo- 
mists pre-convention. Robert A. 
Whitney, president of National Sales 
Executives, Inc., New York City, the 
keynote speaker, presented the topic 
“Consumerism, Answer to America’s 
Future.” Mr. Whitney described 
“consumerism” as a new kind of pros- 
perity and suggested that the trend in 
buying had switched from consumer 
acceptance of a product to consumer 
expectancy. 

Speakers for the meetings included 
Arthur Dimond of the H. J. Heinz 
Company, George Garnaz of the 
Kroger Food Foundation, and Verna 
McCallum of Stokely-Van Camp, Inc. 

The American Home Economics As- 
sociation convention opened June 26, 
with well-known speakers from the 
college teaching field. The program 
during the week covered other phases 
of home economics including special 
programs and events for college club 
students who came from all parts of 
the United States and Hawaii. 

Sir Roger Makins, Britain’s Am- 
bassador to the United States, and 
Mrs. Agnes Meyer and Mrs. Isabel 
B. La Follette, outstanding journal- 
ists and lecturers, were speakers for 
special sessions.

The encamp- 
ment will demonstrate the resourceful- 
ness of the 5,000 teen-age Girl Scouts 
in pitching their tents, setting up 
their own cooking facilities, and cook- 
ing their own meals. Canned foods 
represent a generous proportion of 
food procurement for the encamp- 
ment, and meat preparation and feed- 
ing constitute a story of major news 
and feature proportions. 


The Girl Scout organization has 
turned over to Dudley-Anderson- 
Yutzy, the agency employed to con- 
duct the N.C.A. Consumer and Trade 
Relations Program, the assignment of 
covering the food aspects of the Round 
Up. Two DAY reporters and one 
photographer were on the scene July 
8 and 4 to write and release on-the- 
spot stories and releases with photos. 

Following consultations among 
N.C.A., DAY and Girl Scout organi- 
zation staff members, data and ma- 
terials were furnished to aid in their 
publicity work, and advance notice of 
the Round Up was sent to more than 
100 metropolitan newspapers. To 
date requests have come in from 45 
of them for special coverage.

Grades for Cranberries 


The Agricultural Marketing Serv- 
ice of USDA has issued U. S. stand- 
ards for grades of fresh cranberries. 
The standards were developed, USDA 
said, at the request of the cranberry 
industry in principal producing states 
for the purpose of facilitating the 
marketing of the crop on the basis 
of uniform quality standards. 


The standards provide for only one 
grade, U. S. Grade A. Cranberries 
meeting the requirements of this 
grade must be clean, mature, firm, 
free from damage, fairly well colored, 
and not less than 13/82 inch in di- 
ameter. 


Text of the standards was published 
in the Federal Register of July 7. 
The standards will be effective Au- 
gust 7. 
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Dr. Ray W. Clough 


Dr. Ray W. Clough, who retired 
last year as Assistant Director of the 
N. C. A. Northwest Branch, died sud- 
denly July 1 in Montreal. He and 
Mrs. Clough were on an automobile 
tour, and had visited at N.C.A. head- 
quarters only a few weeks ago. 


Dr. Clough had retired last August 
after 36 years of outstanding service. 
Together with Dr. E. D. Clark and the 
late Eugene Shostrom, he helped to 
establish the Northwest Branch lab- 
oratory at the request of Northwest 
sea food canners. 


Shortly after his retirement, tribute 
was paid to him in a scroll, which was 
presented in November at the an- 
nual meeting of the Northwest 
Branch. The scroll was presented 
by the officers on behalf of the N. C. A. 
membership “as a token of their sin- 
cere appreciation of his outstanding 
efforts in its behalf and as a tribute 
to his well-known integrity and fair- 
mindedness, as well as his recognized 
scientific attainments in the field of 
canning technology.” 


With his associates, Dr. Clough 
performed much of the pioneer work 
on standardizing the methods of 
canned sea food inspection which are 
now in use in various laboratories. 
He made important contributions to 
the development of methods of de- 
tecting decomposition; in the under- 
standing of the vacuum function in 
canned foods; the effects, favorable 
and unfavorable, of lime-sulfur resi- 
dues and other sulfur compounds on 
the service life of various canned 
fruits; in improvement of apple and 
rhubarb canning methods by soaking 
in water over night to remove the 
oxygen; the fundamental work on the 
composition and food value of canned 
salmon; the amount of iodine in 
canned salmon, and other phases of 
canning technology. Dr. Clough and 
his associates were authors of many 
scientific and technical articles in 
American and British publications. 

Besides his regular chemical work, 
Dr. Clough was also active in 1936 in 
the development of the canned sea 
food inspection service known as the 
“Better Salmon Control Plan,” and 
in handling the annual canned salmon 
cuttings since they began in 1933. 
He was also outstanding in other 
phases of administrative work, par- 
ticularly in handling of consumer 
complaint cases, in cooperation with 
the N. C. A. Claims Division in Wash- 
ington, and lawsuits involving canned 
foods, 


Dr. Clough was highly regarded 
throughout the industry not only for 


his scientific and technical informa- 
tion but for his integrity and fair- 
mindedness as well. 

Dr. Clough was born in Vermont 
and obtained his Bachelor’s Degree in 
chemistry at Tufts College in 1908 
and his Master’s Degree in 1909, serv- 
ing there as instructor from 1908 to 
1910. From 1910 to 1919 he was a 
food chemist in the Seattle station 
of the U. S. Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration which was then called the 
Bureau of Chemistry. It was in con- 
nection with this government service 
that he first came in contact with the 
sea food canning industry of the 
Pacific Northwest and Alaska. 

Dr. Clough entered the service of 
the Northwest Branch Laboratory as 
a chemist in 1919. In 1922 he re- 
ceived his Ph.D. degree in food chem- 
istry at the University of Washing- 
ton and held the title of lecturer in 
the School of Fisheries at the Univer- 
sity of Washington from 1921 to 1922 
and also from 1945. He was a mem- 
ber of four honorary fraternities and 
several scientific and professional as- 
sociations. He was also known as a 
poet. His best-known poem, entitled, 
“Tschawytscha—King of Fishes—The 
Life Cycle of the Pacific Salmon,” 
was originally published in Field and 
Stream magazine and reprinted sev- 
eral times. 

Dr. Clough was buried July 5 in 
Randolph, Vt. 


Richard Dickinson Honored 


Richard Dickinson, 1916 President 
of the N.C.A., was awarded the hon- 
orary degree of doctor of laws by 
Eureka College at commencement 
ceremonies recently in Eureka, III. 

Mr. Dickinson entered Eureka Col- 
lege in 1887. He became a member 
of its board of trustees in 1909 and 
was elected chairman in 1923. He 
served in that post for 28 years, and 
served a period as president of the 
college. He also was a mayor of 
Eureka. 

Mr. Dickinson was in the canning 
business for 30 years, During his 
term as President, the N.C.A. under- 
took a program of uniform cost ac- 
counting, which was taken up by local 
associations, and established an Ad- 
justment Committee to which could 
be referred disputes when either buyer 
or seller refused to carry out a sales 
contract.

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Olive Technical Conference 


Samples displayed at the Olive 
Technical Conference held at Monte- 
rey, Calif., June 28-29 evidenced the 
industry's efforts to maintain a high 
quality product. Featured speakers 
at the meeting included J. Earl Coke, 
vice president of the Bank of Amer- 
ica and former Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture; Karl Opitz, Tulare 
County farm advisor; and Dr. Allen 
B. Lemmon, Bureau of Chemistry, 
California Department of Agricul- 
ture.

Per capita consumption of canned 
and frozen citrus juices combined 
has increased sharply since 1942, 
mainly because of the upsurge first 
in canned orange juice and then in 
frozen orange juice. 

The total of more than 22 pounds 
(single-strength basis) per capita in 
1954-55 was composed as follows: or- 
ange, 82 percent; grapefruit, 13 per- 
cent; and lemon 5 percent. On a fresh 
equivalent basis, consumption of these 
three juices comprised about 22 per- 
cent of total fruit consumption that 
year, the report said.

PREFERENCES FOR GRAPEFRUIT JUICES 


A report on Preferences for Canned 
Grapefruit Juices, recently issued by 
the Agricultural Marketing Service of 
USDA, measures consumers’ prefer- 
ences for canned grapefruit juices 
that varied in several respects: Brix- 
acid ratio (with degrees Brix con- 
stant), natural flavor vs. 8 added, 
and unlabeled vs, labeled. juices 
(“sweetened” vs. “unsweetened”’). 

The research indicates that pro- 
ducers can best meet general con- 
sumers’ preferences by marketing 
sweetened juices at from 9 to 15 Brix- 
acid ratio when degrees Brix is at 
11.6 to 12.6. The required notations 
“sugar added” or “sweetened” could 
serve to enhance favorableness of re- 
action to the juices. When natural 
flavored canned grapefruit juices are 
marketed, they should be at from 9 
to 18 Brix-acid ratio when degrees 
Brix is at 10.
